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giving way to negligence, the omission of the most trivial 
detail from the plan of operations, might have made all the 
difference between complete triumph and irretrievable dis- 
aster. The battle—for it was a battle—was fairly won. It 
called into energetic use all those qualities of mind and 
body which, in their combination, almost invariably govern 
whatever issues are subject to human power. 

And now let us calmly and soberly estimate the advantages 
which the new instrument will place at the disposal of the 
public on both sides of the Atlantic. There is the more 
reason for doing this because the very magnitude of the work 
just completed has in some measure overpowered the judg- 
ment and tempted imagination to its highest flights. Drily 
stated, the effect of the telegraph will be to place within 
reach of those who can afford £20 or upwards in availing 
themselves of it, within as many hours as heretofore required 
days, means of communication between persons in Europe 
and America, To commerce, of course, this will be an 
immense boon, for business accelerated is, as a rule, busi- 
ness increased and rendered less speculative, sometimes in 
progressive proportion to the rate of acceleration. Svocially, 
the cable will very greatly conduce to enjoyment and relief, 
the mere knowledge that information respecting those in 
whom we are deeply interested, but who are separated from 
us by the stormy ocean, can be transmitted within the 
limits of a single day, being sufficient to neutralise, 
to a very comforting extent, the sense of distance, and 
to suppress disquieting apprehensions, Intellectually, the 
pleasure will be great, and the benefit hardly less so, of being 
able to survey at a glance, and day by day, the salient 
features of the world’s affairs. Internationally, Governments 
and peoples brought into the presence of each other will be 
less liable to misconception, less unconcerned about each 
other's doings, less likely to brood over fancied offences, less 
exposed to many of the causes which lead towar, If no other 
results should follow than those we have just stated, and 
which are rather certain than speculative in their character, 
humanity would yet have abundant reason to bless the day 
which witnessed the completion of the Anglo-American 
Telegraph. 

But this is not the whole of what may be fairly anticipated, 
Out of these rudiments time and experience, and ingenuity, 
will be sure to evolve a large variety of arrangements and 
adaptations, the combined effect of which will be an in- 
definite amelioration of the conditions which at present 
attach to human life, and to the exercise of its powers, 
Experience authorises us to expect this with implicit confi- 
dence. We cannot foretell, we cannot, perhaps, conceive, the 
precise forms in which the amelioration will appear, or in 
what manner or in what proportion it will affect the 
material, the political, the mural, or the spiritual good 
of mankind. Not the 
amongst us could have predicted one half of the beneficial 


wisest and most far-seeing 
changes which have gradually followed the adoption of free- 
trade—to instance only one of several of the conspicuous and 
distinctive facts of modern times. We are justified, surely, 
in assuming that thesubmerging of the Atlantictelegraph cable 
will be the commencement of an analogous passage of history. 
We have cast the net, but we know not yet all that it incloses ; 
and, amongst many takes, some of them will answer our 
anticipations, and some unquestionably will surprise us. The 
good which will come unlooked for may perhaps be of a 
higher kind than any which we had prepared ourselves to 
acquire. 

With such a prospect brought within the range of pre- 
vision by the success of this beneficent enterprise, the fore- 
ground of which is so impressive and the remoter features of 
which are just now veiled by the haze of futurity, it would 
be strange if we did not feel some excitement. Mutual con- 
gratulations are, of course, the order of the day. They have 
been exchanged by the Queen and the President of the United 
States ; they have passed between the Colonial Office and the 
Governor of Canada ; they have been reciprocated by the re- 
sponsible officers of the company in Newfoundland and Ireland ; 
they are in everyone’s mouth wherever people congregate. 
The country is proud of the work—prouder than if it had 
won a great naval victory. For ourselves, sharing as we do 
in the universal joy, the best wish we can express is that the 
cable may gndure until familiarity with its daily use shall 
have dissipated all sense of astonishment, and that long after 
men have lost sight of the extraordinary character of the 
event which now stirs their emotions, the sunken wire may 
silently continue to fulfil its promise, and be a link of sym- 
pathy as well as of intelligence between the Old and the 
New Worlds. 


The Prefect of the Seine, M. Haussmann, had long con- 
ceived the idea of forming a municipal museum of fine arts, and for this pur- 
pose he some time ago bought two collections, those of M. Legras and M. 
Gailbabeaud. By a prefectorial decision just issued, this museum is to be 
established forthwith. It will consist (says Galignani) of the pictures bought 
at various times by the Municipality, of the collections above mentioned, and 
of the library of the city, which, though seldon: talked of, is one of the most 
interesting of the capital. Amongst other thihgs, it contains a complete col- 
lection of Anglo-American State papers, and other historical documents, and 
also the miseal of Juvenal des Ursins, who was Prévét des Marchands about 
the year 1400, This miseal was bonght by the City, for 35,000f., at Prince 
Soltikoff’s sale. The library will, by the new arrangement, be more 
accessivie to the public than it is now, situated as it is on the 
fourth story, and often closed on account of the examinations 
which are held there at certain periods of the year. The municipal 
museum will comprise public reading-rooms, picture galleries, collections of 
engravings, medals, and seals, all relating to the history of Paris from its 
origin to the present day. The municipality have not yet made up their 
minds as to the locality best adapted for the museum. Two buildings of his- 
torical interest have been gm oe One is the Hétel de Carnavalet, in the 
Rue Culture Ste, Cathérine (the Marais), which is adorned with caryatides and 
bas-reliefs by Jean Goujon, and was ee agg Ay mney Sévigné ; and the 
other is the Hétel Lambert, Ile Saint-Louis.

way southward, a few days after the Battle of Sadowa, encountered 
mauy painful sights bearing witness of the incalculable amount of 
human misery which attends the march of war, A striking example 
will be found in the Illustration on our front page. Having left the 
pleasant city of Dresden in the morning of the same day, he got to 
eichenberg, by the railway from Lobau, about midnight, and found 
that a special train had just then arrived from Turnan, bringing a 
large number of wounded, most of them Austrian soldiers. These 
poor fellows were immediately received and taken care of by the 
members of a German charitable society, named the Order of 
Johannita, consisting of benevolent gentlemen who have volun- 
teered for the work of attending the hospitals in different towns and 
villages now filled with the victims of the war. Count Stolberg is 
the chief of the order and has the general direction of its operations. 
The local administration at Reichenberg, where several ‘hospitals 
have been established for the express purpose of relieving the suf- 
ferers in the Bohemian campaign, is conducted + Prussian noble- 
man, Baron Rochow. The hospital arrangem« are described as 
perfect, and the Knights of Johannita are greatsy assisted in their 
work of mercy by the Catholic sisterhood of Vincennes. Abundant 
supplies of soup, bread, lemonade, and other comforts, as well as 
the best appliances for medical treatment, haa been provided at 
Reichenberg, in readiness for the expected patients. Some of them 
being in such a plight that they could not at once be removed to 
the hospitals in the town, and others needing fresh bandages on the 
spot, the waiting-room of the railway station was hastily prepared 
for their accommodation ; tables, barrows, and the floor itself being 
spread with bedding for them to lie upon, while the members of the 
order, each distinguished by the cross on a white band on his arm, 
were actively employed, with the religious sisters, in attending to 
the wounded soldiers. 

Another sketch, which appears on page 104, shows the mode of 
conveyance from Lobau to Reichenberg, by which a detachment of 
Prussian soldiers, who had been sent back as an escort of prisoners 
to Berlin, were enabled to return to the front without loss of time 
on their journey. The train of open trucks, partly seen in this 
Illustration, was pretty well crammed with the soldiery, who had 
laid aside their needle-guns, bayonets, and knapsacks, that they might 
take less room ; but they were obliged to encumber the train with 
several of the ordinary small waggons of the country which were 
hoisted upon the railway trucks. These waggons are much wanted 
in the neighbourhood of the camp, and cannot be procured there in 
sufficient numbers. so that it was thought worth while to bring 
some which had been collected in Saxony. 

Another of our Special Artists, who has been watching the vast 
preparations for the defence of Vienna, sends a sketch taken by him 
in the neighbourhood of that city, a few miles to the south-west, 
where the village of Médling nestles at the feet of the hills which 
look the wide plains of the Danube. Here is a body of troops, 
constituting a whole division of the army lately employed in Italy 
under the command of the Archduke Albert, which has been brought 
up to Vienna during the last two or three weeks and placed in 
position at the left-hand extremity of the line of defence, which 
confronts the Prussians to the north. Along the base of the range 
of hills in the background a column of infantry is seen marching ; 
while the cavalry, artillery, and baggage-waggons of the same divi- 
ion are proceeding steadily along the high road, and the foremost 
horsemen are just entering the villafe. 

The scene represented in another Illustration is the cutting down 
of the woods at Florisdorf, on the Danube, four or five miles north 
of Vienna, that they may not afford cover to the Prussians in their 
approach to the formidable earthworks of that place. A large 
number of Austrian soldiers, aided by gangs of hired labourers, are 
constantly at work in such tasks as this, to improve the defensive 
capabilities of the position. 

The fine view of the city of Vienna, which appears on another 
page, is taken from a hill on the road to Médling and Bruhl, where 
stands a curious old Gothic monument called “ Die Spinnerinn am 
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Kreuz "—that is “The Spinster at the Cross ’’—ere cted in the six- 
teenth century to perpetuate a pious and romantic legend of more 


ancient date concerning a young lady who vowed, when her lover 
set out for the Holy Land, that she would sit there and spin, and 
pray for him every day till he should return, The Viennese citizens 
are fond of riding or walking to this place in more peaceful times 
than the present, and foreign visitors are usually recommended to 
pay it a visit. 

From a third Special Artist, who has followed the difficult path 
of Garibaldi through the mountainous region west of the Lake of 
Garda to the entrance of the Italian Tyrol, we have received a 
most interesting series of [lustrations, three of which are engraved 
this week. One is a vierr of the little town and port of Gargnano, 
on the shore of the Lake of Garda above Salo, with a couple of 
Austrian gun-boats cannonading the town, which lies within the 
present limits of the kingdom of Italy. The Austrians did not 
venture, however, to attempt a landing. 

The head-quarters of Garibaldi, after the first week of July, were 
at Rocca d’Anfo, on the Lake of Idro, a view of which place was 
given in ourlast. On the 10th, having recovered in some degree from 
his slight wound received a few days before, though still unable 
to walk, Garibaldi again pushed on to Caffaro, where the road¢owards 
the head of the Lake of Garda crosses the Austrian frontier. The 
bridge at the entrance to the village of Caffaro, which is named from 
the river Caffaro, was taken by the Garibaldians at the bayonet’s 
point, with the aid of a field battery on the left bank of the river, as 
shown in the Illustration on page 112. Another Engraving, on the 
same page, represents the arrival of two columns of Garibaldi’s 
army at the neighbouring hamlets of Darzo and Storo, in the valley 
of the Chiese. a few miles farther along the road to Riva. Here 
they met with no opposition, the Austrians having withdrawn as 
Garibaldi approached their position. Two sketches of the affair of

FRANCE. 
(Prom our own Correspondent.) 
Panis, Thursday, Aug. 2. 
Tue Paris season is over, and there is a perceptible fallix

The Emperor left Saint Cloud on Saturday forenoon for Vichy, 
where he arrived at seven o'clock in the evening. The entire popu- 
lation turned out to receive him, and nothing could exceed the 
enthusiasm of his welcome. There were, of course, an address read 
by the Mayor, plenty of flags flying, a triumphal arch or two, and 
an illumination of the town; but the unmistakable demonstration 
on the part of the inhabitants and visitors, who, crowding round his 
carriage £0 as to impede every step of his progress, cheered him 
most vociferously, must have been far more gratifying to the 
Emperor than these more tame displays. No sooner had the 
Emperor arrived than the telegraphic apparatus communicating 
with Paris and the chief foreign capitals was brought into play. 
Napoleon IIL. will have no idle time for the next few weeks. 

Preparations are being made in several of the French war ports for 
the fitting out of a certain number of transports to be dispatched to 
Mexico, to bring home the remaining French troops. Orders have 
been given for these transports to be ready in sufficient time, so that 
thev may reach Vera Cruz at the commencement of October. 

The ex-King of Naples is reported to have sold the Farnese 
Palace at Rome to the Emperor Napoleon for the sum of eight 
million francs.

He has written a comedy, called “ Baron and Financier,” 
which he intends to have performed during the present autumn at 
his magnificent Chateau de Ferrieres. 

On the 15th inst. Boulogne-sur-Mer will inaugurate a very interest- 
ing international exhibition of everything relating to sea and river 
fishing. There will be fishing-boats of all nations, fishermen’s 
dresses, nets, lines, hooks, baits, and all kinds of implements used in 
capturing both large and small members of the finny tribe. France, 
England, [relandeNorway, Prussia, Holland, and Denmark will be 
represented on the occasion. 

THE UNITED STATES. 
By means of the Atlantic telegraph cable the London journals are 
able to give news from New York not a day old. The first through 
message was sent on Wednesday, showing that the cable from New- 
foundland to the mainland has been completed, and that London 
can communicate direct with New York. 
Mr. Harlan, the Secretary of the Interior, has resigned, and Mr. 
Browning, of Illinois, has been appointed his successor. 
Grant has been created a full General and Sherman a Licutenant- 
General. 
Congress adjourned on Saturday, after a protracted Session. 
The Tennessee Legislature having ratified the Constitutional 
amendment, the House of Representatives at Washington, by a vote 
of 125 against 12, passed the following resolution :—“ That, whereas 
Tennessee has ratified the Constitutional amendment, and shown to 
the satisfaction of Congress, by a proper spirit of obedience in the 
body of her people, her return to her due allegiance to the Govern- 
ment, laws, and authority of the United States, therefore Congress 
resolves that Tennessee is restored to her former practical relations 
to the Union, and is entitled to Congressional representation.” 
The bill offered by Mr. Stevens to restore all States to full poli- 
tical rights was deteated, and the resolution also offered by Mr, 
Stevens for the recess instead of the adjournment of Congress was 
also lost. Mr, Stevens declared his object was to enable Congress 
to control the President’s action in the same manner as if it were in 
session,

It is officially reported that the Government receipts for the last 
twelve months exceed the expenditure by 186,000,000 dols.

AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND. 

We have telegraphic news from Melbourne to June 7, stating that 
the Legislative Council has passed the Appropriation Bill, and that 
Parliament has been prorogued. 
Advices from New Zealand state that the country was quiet. 

CLOSE OF THE WAR. 
WE have, happily, no accounts of any further fighting, and the war 
may now be considered to have ended, as there seems no doubt that 
the peace negotiations will have a successful result. Ratifications 
of the preliminaries of peace between Prussia and Austria were 
exchanged, on Thursday week, at Nikolsburg, the Prussian head- 
quarters, and an armistice is to last for four weeks from Aug. 2. An 
armistice has also been signed with Bavaria. ‘The consent of Italy 
being requisite to this arm stice, it could only begin on the 2nd 
inst., and has, therefore, x: n preceded by a prolongation of the 
truce. It is supposed that the negotiations for peace between 
Prussia and Italy and Austria will be conducted at Prague ; and it 
is stated that Baron Brenner vill represent the Austrian, and Baron 
von Werther the Prussian Government. 
The following is the Austrian official version of the peace 
preliminaries :— 
The peace preliminaries with Prussia have been settled. They guarantee 
the integrity of the territory of Austria, while they produce noteworthy 
change in Germany, for they put an end to the Germanic Confederation. This 


is now replaced by a North German Confederation, with Prussia at its head, 
and by a Southern Confederation,whose composition is not yet clearly defined. 
Austria pays Prussia a war indemnity of 40,000,000f., from which will be 


deducted 15,000,000f1., as representing the indemnity allotted to Austria for 
her part of the costs she incurred during the war in the duchies. Twenty 
millions will have to be defrayed immediately, while the remaining five 
millions will represent the expenses of the maintenance of the Prussian army 
upon our territory. 

Pending the duration of the armistice a line of demarcation will be drawn, 
behind which the Prussian army will take up its position. This line passes 
by Eger Pilsen, Taber, Neuhaus, Znalm, Napagede, and Oderberg. 

Peace negotiations with Italy have also been opened at Nikolsburg between 
Count Degenfield and General Govone, but they are not yet concluded. The 
preliminaries of peace between Prussia and the minor German States have 
also not yet been signed ; but the presence of Herr von der Pfordten at head- 
quarters gives room to hope for a pacific result. 

The rapid progress of the negotiations between Prussia and Austria is emi- 
nently due to the amicable and energeticintervention of the Emperor of the 
French. 

it is hardly possible that the dissolution of the Germanic Confederation, 
which may be considered as irrevocably determined, will exercise an injurious 
influence upon the position of Austria. We may say even that reasons ale 
not wanting to draw from accomplished facts a happy augury for ber ultericr 
political development. The ties which attached Austria to the Confederaticn 
imposed upon the empire numerous and difficult duties, and gave it in 
exchange very few rights of reai value. 

The history of this union, now more than half a century old, affords no 
instance of Austria having derived from it any erential advantage. During 
this period Austria has always been obliged to rely upon her own strength 
and support her wars with her own means. The relations which have 
united Germany and Austria for #0 many ages will not cease to exist, in eo 
far as they are based upon real interests Ancient righte may fal) into 
dienee and cease to exist. If the connection between Ge:many and Austria 
were only founded upon old parchments it might as well be destroyed ; but 
if it is a necessity, if Germany feels that she has need of Austria, this con- 
nection will re-establish iteelf of ite own accord. Every nation arrives the 

ocr er a. Lecognising the conditions of ite existence if they are not thrust 
upon it. If, therefore, at a more or lees distant period, Germany seeks union 
with Austria, the only arrangement that can be concluded must be one 
according the same advantages to both parties, and which would not be at 
variance with the interior political organisation of Austria. 

According to Berlin authorities, the preliminaries of peace agreed 
to between Austria and Prussia are to the following effect :— 

With the exception of Venetia, Austria suffers no loss of territory ; but she 
cedes her co-poseession of Schleswig-Holstein to Prussia. 

Saxony, the only one of the German States included in the Austro- Prussian 
treaty, will aleo preserve her territorial integrity, but with the reserve of 
further stipulations relative to her position in the North German Confedera- 
tion and towards Prussia, 

Austria pays Prussia a war indemnity of 40,000,000 thalers, from which 
15,000,000 are to be deducted as the share due to Austria of the former 
Schleswig-Holstein war expenses, and 5,000,000 for further costs arising out 
of her cecupation of the duchies. Until the paynient of the remaining 
20,000,000 thalers may be considered as secured, Bohemia and Moravia will 
remain in Prussian occupation. 

Austria secedes entirely from confederation with the German States, and 
| recognises the formation of a clove confederation of the North German States, 
under Prussian leadership. 

An alliance between the South German States and the settlement of their 
relations to the North German Uonfederation are left for a free understanding 
between those States. 

Austria recognises the changes of territorial possession to be effected in 
North Germany. As such are to be understood the ments which 
Prussia will make with regard to the countries now in her military occu) a- 
tion—that is to say, the King of Prussia is entitled by the laws of war to 
retain Hanover, Klectoral Hesse, that portion of the grand duchy of Hesse to 
the north of the Maine, Nassau, and Frankfort—without negotiation with 
their former poseessors, 

The restoration of any one of those Sovereigns would be an act of grace on 
the part of the Prussian Crown ; but the restoration of individual portions of

_ In order to guard against the disadvantages arising from an 
incorrect interpretation of the peace preliminaries concluded with 
Austria, on the 26th ult., the Berlin Oficial Gazette publishes the 
text of article 2, which is as follows :— 

The Austrian Emperor recognises the dissolution of the Germanic Confede- 
ration, and accedes to the new organisation of Germany without the partici- 
pation of the Austrian empire. The Emperor promises to recognise the closer 
confederation which the King of Prussia may establish north of the line of the 
Maine, and declares himself willing that the States south of that boundary 
should enter into an association, the national representation of which with the 
North German Confederation remains reserved for subsequent agreement 
between both parties. 

This article (continues the Oficial Gazette) is exactly identical with the 
proposals of mediation advocated by Fran@ at Vienna upon the 14th ult. 
Austria has, therefore, consented to allow the re-organisation of Germany to 
proceed without her participation. The empire thus belongs to the South 
German union no more than the natural and national tie between Northern 
and Southern Germany is torn asunder by the establishment of the Maine line 
of demarcation. . 

The Provincial Correspondence contains an article dwelling upon 
the great services rendered by the Emperor Napoleon in the nego- 
tiations for peace. It says :— 

In the important position which he occupies, his Majest} has not sought 
anything for himself, save, however, fame and the merit of rendering his 
great reputation available in bringing about a just peace. He has been able 
to labour for the completion of the work he had commenced in the establish- 
ment of a free and united Italy. In the same spirit which enabled him to 
create that work, he readily extended his hand to Prussia to lay a 
firm and secure basis for a united Germany. The financial position 
of Prussia is favourable beyond expectation, and it has thus be- 
come possible to order the immediate payment of all outstanding accounts 
for supplies of bread, meat, and forage to the troops by Prussian purveyors. 
A loan will, apparently, not be required to cover the expenses of the war. 
Probably a temporary financial measure only will be sufficient to defray the 
obligations contracted by the State towards the country for supplies. 
The future settlement of the administration in those countries that are to be 
permanently united to Prussia will become the subject of serious considera- 
Gon and arrangement without delay. In the mean time, the measure for 
forcible collection of the war contribution of 25,000,000 are suspended. In 
the further resolutions of the Government upon this point the fact will have 
to be considered that Frankfort will probably be incorporated with Prussia. 

The Sovereigns of Baden, Darmstadt, and Saxe-Meiningen have 
followed the example of the King of Bavaria, by addressing Vw 
positions for an armistice direct to the King of Prussia. The King 
of Hanover has sent one of his aides-de-camp to the ian head- 
quarters. King William, however, refused to receive him. 

The Prussian Government is losing no time in making prepara- 
tions for convoking the German Parliament. The Governor of 
Schleswig-Holstein received orders to arrange for the election of 
deputies from those provinces, 

he Prussian Chambers have been summoned, by Royal decree, 
to meet on the 5th inst. (to-morrow), when it is supposed the King 
will open the proceedings in person. His Majesty left Nikolsburg 
on Tuesday. 

The King of Italy arrived at Padua, on Wednesday, and was 
warmly received by his new subjects, for such they may be now 
considered, The head-quarters of the Italian army have been trans-

THE ATLANTIC TELEGRAPH EXPEDITION, 
TELEGRAPHIC communication with America has been formally 


inaugurated, congratulatory messages having passed between Queen 
Victoria and the President of the United States. 

On Friday evening, July 27, at about five o'clock, English time, 
the cable was completed between Europe and America. Conversa- 
tions had been carried on throughout the day, until word was 
sent to Valentia to cease signalling, as they were about to 
make the splice with the shore end at Trinity Bay. This was 
effected soon after dusk with us. 

The following telegram was received from Newfoundland at an 
early hour on Saturday morning last :— 

GOOCH T® GLASS. 

Our shore end has just been laid, and a most perfect cable, under God's 
blessing, pletes telegraphic communication between England and the 
continent of America, I cannot find words to express my d sense of the 
untiring zeal and the earnest and cheerful manner in which everyone on 
board, from the highest to the lowest, has performed the anxious and arduous 
duties they, in their several departments, have had to perform. Their 
untiring energy and watchful care, night and day, for the period of two 
weeks required to complete this work, can only be fully understood and 
appreciated by one who, like myself, has seen it. All have faithfully done 
their duty, and glory in their success, and join with me in hearty con- 
gratulations to our friends in England, who have, in various ways, laboured 
in carrying out this great work. 

At this period there was no electric communication between New- 
foundland and the mainland, the cable being out of order; but it 
was soon repaired, and messages have been received direct from 
New York. 

One of the earliest messages transmitted by the cable was the 
following :-— 

FROM THE QUEEN, OSBORNE, TO THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES, WASHINGTON, 

The Queen congratulates the President on the ful of an 
undertaking which she hopes may serve as an additional bond of union 
between the United States and England.

I am commanded by the Queen to convey to the Governor-General of her 
North American Provinces her Majesty's tulations on the completion 
of the Atlantic telegraph, and the thereby of the unity of the 
British empire.

After the buoys are 
placed, the Albany will at once proceed to “ sweep” for the end of the cable 
of 1865. Thissomewhat anxious and most laborious process is effected by the 
ships in search of the wire carefully lowering their grapnels till the bottom is 
ascertained with certainty, and then slowly steaming at right angles across the 
line along which the cable has been laid ten miles each way to the north and 
south of it. On the north side they would have to go more than twenty 
miles to reach the defunct wire of 1858, and at least thirty miles to the south 
of their proper route, to jeopardise that which it is believed bere has just 
been laid. As, however, all the vessels sweeping jor the wire are strictly 
limited to a distance of ten miles north or south of its ascertained position, 
there is little fear of their catching anything but what they are in search of ; 
for even in the densest fog the dead reckoning of the ship and speed of the 
engines would show the distance run. In case of the Albany grappling the 
end of last year’s rope, she is gently to lift it as far as possible, as far as 
is consistent without at all approaching the breaking strain. The grapnel 
rope is then to be moored to an immense buoy and secured. She is 
again to grapple for the wire further to the east or English side, till she 
succeeds in again lifting it.

NATIONAL SPORTS. 


Two excellent days’ racing took place at Huntingdon at the end of 
last week. This meeting, which was revived two years ago, has 
rapidly attained a position of importance, which is chiefly attri- 
butable to the energy and liberality of the race committee. The 
fields were pretty numerous, and many of the finishes close and ex- 
citing, though but few animals of any great pretensions were 
engaged, most of them being in reserve for Goodwood, Longdown 
made his first appearance this season in the Huntingdonshire Stakes, 
carrying 8st. 8lb., and was made first favourite, but was never in 
the race, which was won by Oberon, after a good finish with King 
Charming.

“ Glorious ” Goodwood commenced somewhat inauspiciously on 
Tuesday last, with a very wet day; but this did not seem to affect 
the attendance, which was as large as ever.

Klarinska and 
Archimedes were made about equal favourites for the Annesley 
Stakes, but the former won very easily, and Archimedes had also to 
succumb to Zambesi. 

William Day, who, we are told, “ makes handicaps his study,” has 
done so to but little advantage this year, as he was second with 
Mail Train in the Northamptonshire Stakes, and again occupied that 
unenviable position with his half-brother, The Special, in the Good- 
wood Stakes, on Wednesday. It is a singular coincidence that both 
these horses were made great favourites as soon as the weights ap- 
peared, maintained their position with great firmness up to 
the day, receded a point or two just before the start, and were 
beaten easily by John Davis and Rama respectively, who were both 
thorough outsiders. Rama cantered in, as The Special had not an 
effort left in him at the finish, and Black Prince and the Midia colt, 
two other prominent favourites, were never for a moment formidable, 
Auguste, at about the tenth time of asking, achieved his maiden win 
in the Drawing-room Stakes; but, as he was in receipt of 5 1b. from 
the very moderate Langham, who was second, this is no great per- 
formance.

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To the Premier’s assertion, at the Lord Mayor's dinner, that 
the moribund Session has been by no means wasted, few 
except those whose opinions may be conveniently dispensed 
with are likely to object. It is true that the Acts of Par- 
liament added to the statute-book will not much increase that 
code. Nor has there been any grand display of national feel- 
ing—any debate whose utterances have been eagerly listened 
to by other peoples. From March 12 to June 18 Parliament 
was chiefly occupied in considering a domestic measure 
which came to an untimely end, bringing down with it 
a Liberal Ministry. Portions of the discussion were marked 
by speeches of high oratorical merit, and a few of these will 
be remembered for many a year to come. But, generally 
speaking, the debates to which the bulk of the Session has 
been given were rather noticeable as demonstrations (to use 
the slang of the day) than for their own sakes; nor can it be 
said that logical deduction, or even the orderly process by 
which ground is cleared, step by step, was much regarded in 
the House of Commons. Decidedly, a philosopher, criticising 
the reform debates, would cynically sponge away a very large 
quantity of the matter which Hansard has preserved for pos- 
terity. 


years the nation has assented to the declaration which has 
been made in so many Royal speeches, that the franchise 
should be extended, so far as this can be done with safety to 
the State. Liberals and Conservatives alike have proceeded 
to register this memorandum at the openings of many Sessions. 
The form in which Lord Russell brought the allegation for- 
ward in 1866 differed somewhat from previous notifications 
on the subject; but the attempt at novelty was not happy, nor 
were the terms attended to in the subsequent proceedings 
of Ministers. The debates elicited the fact that foregone 
conclusions had been adopted, and that the promised 
inquiries were bulwarks, not foundations. Nor did we get 
any further than we had done in other days towards sym- 
metrical repair of the Constitution. The new reform scheme 
only differed from old schemes in certain points of detail, 
and involved no new principle. We are not making this 
a matter of blame; on the contrary, symmetry and novelty 
are not dear to Englishmen. The bill, with some good 
features, and some mistakes which it will not henceforth be 
necessary to notice unless they should be renewed, was 
chiefly remarkable for the mode in which it was presented 
to the Commons, a mode which, had it been practised by 
Conservatives, would infallibly have been stigmatised asa 
subtle and malicious contrivance for defeating a measure 
hated by its promoters, but which, having been a Liberal 
device, can be charged with nothing worse than being evi- 
dence that the temper of the Commons had not been studied 
by those who sought to lead. We have solved no problem ; we 
have asserted no principle; and whether Earl Derby or his 
successor. shall initiate the next movement, that Premier 
must begin de novo, and from the Reform Act. 

Still, we have not wasted the Session. If we have suc- 
ceeded only in establishing some negative propositions they 
will be found to have produced beneficial results, We have 
quite settled one thing, namely—that we will not legislate in 
the dark. We will have no more untrustworthy statistics, 
raked together in an undigested mass, used as arguments by 
the speaker of the hour, and scoffed at by himself after- 
wards, and by everbody else. We will have no more long 
shots at possibilities of increase in the number of holders 
of political power. We will not on a 
question of numbers, in the absence of a political 
census, We will not pass an enfranchising clause without 
knowing, or making reasonable approximation to knowledge 
of what it is going to do. These may seem small results ; 
and, perhaps, in a country whose practical character is its 
vaunt, some little shame may be felt that we have been in 
danger of doing what we have now resolved not to do; but 
better shame than wrong; and if our gains are small, at least 
they are certain.

We have made no progress; but it is something to have 
resolved not to attempt progress without light. We may say 
also that we have come to another decision—namely, that 
any Reform Bill shall be the result of conviction on the part 
of the educated class, and not a concession to intimidation of 
any kind. Here we must observe, with regret, that, as it 
appears to us, the mistakes on the part of Ministers have been 
successfully emulated by their supporters out of doors. The 
folly of an advocate in no way damages the justice of a 
cause, but may very materially hinder its progress. The pro- 
ceedings of reformers out of doors since the division of the 
18th of June have been in direct contravention of the 
wise dogma advanced in the House of Commons—that 
an extensive and valuable Reform Act can be obtained only 
by something like concert between all parties in the House, 
Every step since that date has been designed to array class 
against class. We have already said, in this Journal, that we 
do not attach too much weight to anything that may be done 
in the overgrown assembiage of houses called the metropolis. 
If about half as many persons as take a somewhat expensive 
journey to Sydenham on a Forester’s féte day walk, without 
expense and with little trouble, into a hall at Islington, 
shout, and laugh, and listen to music, and come away quietly, 
leaving their inevitable attendants, the roughs, to plunder 
wayfarers, we are sorry for the latter, and glad that 
so many thousands of decent persons have enjoyed their 
evening. But they have offered no political argument, while 
those who gathered them have avowedly done so as a measure 
of intimidation ; a petition, with forty thousand signatures, 
would have been a far more valuable certificate, with the 
additional merit of being an educational test. We do not 
wish to say more than is needful about the miserable Hyde 
Park business, Be the blame of the actual collision where it 
may, the thing would not have occurred had not certain per- 
sons resolved on needlessly defying the law and the authori- 
ties; and the result is now before the eyes of all London. 
The park is inclosed with hoarding, the trees and flowers 
are devastated, and the area itself is given up to gangs 
of robbers, with whom, we suspect, the respectable classes 
will themselves have to take severe and summary measures, 
All this is bad in itself, and mischievous in reference to the 
object we all have at heart—namely, the settlement of the 
reform question. It is not in human nature that any man 
who has been personally outraged, or has witnessed the scenes 
consequent on the gathering in the park, should be very 
hearty in promoting the views of those who caused the present 
state of things. The recess, and a Conservative interregnum, 
may cause these matters to be partially forgotten ; but it was 
a bad day for reform when those who desire to be admitted 
into the pale of the franchise invited those who defied the 


due course a good reform bill will be obtained ; but it will be 
in spite, and not because, of the present system of demon- 
stration. The Session will not have been wasted, if it have 
made statesmen resolute to understand the question, and not 
to legislate upon it either in darkness or under menace,

In his sermon his Grace 
alluded in impressive language to the touching story connected with the 
origin of the church. A poor boy went to sea from his native village, 
realised a competency, returned in the evening of life to settle there, and 
determined, if God should enable him to prevent it, that no boy should here- 
after leave it as he had done, without receiving at least the vantage of a 
sound education, from the want of which arose his greatest struggles to get 
on in the mercantile world, For that purpose, in 1854, he built and supported 
a chapel-school, and intended to establish more enlarged and permanent 
means to secure mental culture and religious worship for his native villagers, 
«“ Man, however, proposes, but God disposes.” He was cut off by a sudden 
summons, while yet the plan existed only in his mind, Aug. 11, 1862. But 
his widow accepted the duty as a sacred trust, and has just completed the 
new church with parsonage attached, new school, and master’s house. It is 
emphatically a memorial church to Joseph Shepherd, Esq.

had been encountered anywhere else. They may be very well in 
their way, but they have no business to be found where we find 
them. iss Thackeray and Mr, Trollope, on the other hand, har- 
monise so thoroughly with the general character of the magazine 
that their stories might almost have sprung up spontaneously 
within the yellow cover. Beyond any other of our periodicals, the 
Cornhill repeats the general tone of society ; and it is the general 
aspect of society that these novels depict with such unrivalled ease 
and gracefulness. It does not at first sight seem a very difficult 
matter to represent ordinary people acting in their ordinary way ; 
but it is an art, notwithstanding, of which no one but Mr. Trollope 
seems to be completely master. It would be scant praise to term 
delineations photographic which, with all the fidelity of the 
er are exempt from its hardness and coldness. Nor is 
iss Thackeray much inferior, in her department. Her range 
of observation is inevitably far less extensive than Mr. Trollope’s, 
but the limitation is compensated by the increased delicacy of execu- 
tion. Nothing so simple and unostentatious was ever more highly 
finished than the picture of Catherine George’s life as a governess, 
Every little detail is perfect and wrought out with a minute and 
loving care, like a piece of exquisite embroidery. The miscellaneous 
papers are not of much importance this month ; but several subjects 
of interest are discussed and dismissed in the easy, conversational 
manner characteristic of this magazine. The writer of an instructive 
account of rural life in Prussia does not seem to be aware that 
nothing prevents an English landowner from dividing his land 
among his sons if he pleases. Another writer on the painful topic 
of “Criminal Women” sums up the philosophy of the matter in a 
sentence :— An educated woman is almost Solnown in prison.” 

A very good number of Macmillan commences with a letter on 
Italian politics by Mr. Dicey, written from Milan. Mr. Dicey is one 
of the best of foreign correspondents, not only from the point and 
spirit which he possesses in common with many competitors, but 
from the rarer advantages of liberal culture and a ready insight into 
popular feeling. His sympathies are of the widest, his appreciation 
of national characteristics just and genial—qualities valuable every- 
where, and especially where the political situation is so largely in- 
fluenced by public opinion as in Italy. Mr. J. Morley’s review of 
George Eliot’s novels is scarcely sufficiently comprehensive, and 
rather affected in point of style, but just and sound as far as it 
goes. The intellectual characteristics of this great writer are very 
well apprehended. Mr, Calverley’s idyll from Theocritus is faith- 
fully and picturesquely rendered, but deficient in ease and melody. 
Mr. Lockyer’s “ Prospects of Weather Science” is merely a summary 
of what is now being done at Kew and elsewhere. We had hoped 
for something original on this subject from a writer so well cal- 
culated to do it justice, “Salmo Salar” conveys a good deal of 
icthyological lore in a very amusing fashion. “ ock Nowell” 
is at length concluded, and, although singularly open to criticism, 
will leave on the whole a pleasant reminiscence with those who have 
accompanied it in its boisterous course. “ Sileote of Silcotes” will 
ably occupy the void of which the admirers of muscular fiction 
might otherwise be conscious, while a different school of readers 
will be gratified by the promised resumption of Mrs. Norton’s inter- 
rupted fiction in the September number. 

Fraser opens with a copious notice of Dean Stanley's lectures on 
the Jewish Church. The author belongs to the same school of 
religious thought as the Dean, and, like him, picks his way ve 
carefully, rather letting his views transpire in the general spirit of his 
essay than expressing them in distinct, categorical propositions. Miss 
Cobbe’s account of the Brahmo Samaj, or Hindoo religious reformers. 
opens up a subject of the deepest interest. Instead of the ha 
materialism which many feared would occupy the place of the 
Hindoo systems, as these yielded to Western civilisation, a pure, 
simple, and sensible creed appears to have sprung up, and to have 
ey shaped itself into an organised society. Great difficulties 
undoubtedly await the reformers ; but the extracts here given from 
their writings abundantly prove that they are fully aware of them, 
and perfectly determined to overcome them. We will venture to 
affirm that no movement now going on in the world is more worthy 
of the attention of philosophers and philanthropists. A paper on 
the war is lncidly written, but can only repeat what has been already 
said by the newspapers. A writer on the late political crisis attains 
greater originality by a generous defence of Mr. Gladstone, for 
which there should have been no need. His remarks on the pros- 

s of the new Ministry are weighty and temperate. Captain 
urton writes on Pernambuco with his usual picturesqueness, but 
seems to forget that the interest of stay-at-home ers in the 
minor details of Brazilian scenery cannot correspohd to that of a 
traveller on the spot, fresh from the Atlantic.

WHEN the Estimates have been gone through, and the Appropriation 
Bill brought in, the supposition is that the work of the House of 
Commons for the Session is over. Any such idea this time has proved 
to be illusory, for at no time of the Sessian has the work been 
harder than since those consummations have been achieved. Morning 
and night has the House been sitting, with abbreviated numbers to 
be sure, from twelve one day to two the next, and this not merely 
pottering over Committee business, but solidly debating. It seems 
that, acquiring a factitious vigour from contact with the Treasury 
Bench, the new Ministry have been ready to give every facility to 
any one who .wished to distinguish himself, and the hours thus 
lost have been recovered by protracted sederunts. 

Perhaps one of the most exceptional sittings on record occurred 
on last Tuesday. Leave had been accorded to Mr. Watkin to bring 
on a motion which was in the nature of an impeachment of the 
Bank Charter Act ; but the opportunity afforded was only a morning 
sitting. There was, therefore, but a sparse House, although the 
audience, if few, was fit; for all the Bank directors and ruling 
spirits of the money market who are M.P.s were present in solemn 
conclave. The late Chancellor of the Exchequer was there, looking 
full of strange matter; and the existing Finance Minister of course 
so, looking unutterably inexplicable.

CURRENCY AND BANKING. 

At the morning sitting, 

Mr. Watkin moved that an humble address be presented to her Majesty, 
praying that she will be graciously pleased to isene a Royal Commission 
directed to the investigation of the causes which have led to the late severe 
and protracted presture in the money market, and to the continuance for a 
long period of a minimum rate of discount of 10 per cent at the Bank of 
England, and also to investigate the laws at present affecting currency 
and banking in the United Kingdom, and to” report what (if any) 
alterations have become expedient therein. He sought inquiry with a view 
to ascertain whether the monetary dislocation which had recently occurred 
was owing to defective legislation or the operation of individuals under legis- 
lative enactments good in themrelves. Having alluded to the circumstances 
of the recent permission given by the late Government to suspend the Bank 
Act, he showed that such was the crisis that the Foreign Secretary had found 
it necessary to address a circular letter to our representatives abroad explana- 
tory of the state of things, which excited rather than allayed distrust. Mr. 
Watkin proceeded to examine the operation of the existing Act upon com- 
mercial transactions, and combated the arguments by which the demand for 
inquiry is met. 

Mr. Akroyd seconded the motion, and urged that the enepension of the 
Bank Act cogently demanded an inquiry into the causes which brought about 
so extreme a measure. 

Sir 8. Northcote said that the desire of the country for inquiry was reci- 
procated by the Government, but they were not prepared to admit that the 
proposed Royal Commission Was the best method of proceeding. A general 
inquiry into the causes of recent panics would be instituted by the Govern- 
ment during the recess ; and, if they were able to eee their way to satiefac- 
tory legislation, they wouid introduce a measure on the subject. If. however, 
they were unable to pursue that course, they would have no objection to a 
Parliamentary Committee of Inquiry in the next Session. 

Mr. Fawcett was of opinion that the Government had come to a wire and 
sound decision in refusing the motion, for that motion by implication 
attributed to the Bank Act the recent monetary panic. 

Mr. Hubbard condemned the course taken by the late Foreign Secretary tn 
addres«ing a circular letter on the recent crisis, as calenlated to aggravate 
the evil. He argned that no general disadvantage had arisen from the high 
rate of interest ; but admitted ench high rates and frequent changes in the 
rate tended to obetruct commerce: and generally vindicated the Bank of 
od from any participation in the « of the late 
Gladstone accepted any share of responsibility wh 
him in the resolve which had been arrived at to refuse the motion for a com 
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mission of inquiry, and he thought that the promise given by the Government 
was in the main satisfactory. He concurred in the opinion that it was not 
the operation of the Bank Act which had brought about commercial crises. 
He contended that the right of issue in matters of currency rested with the 
State, and it was only by delegation by the State that it existed. If 
any inquiry should come about, he hoped it would extend to banking 
generally, and not be limited to the operations of the Bank of England ; for 
nothing could be more unsound than the modern system of banking manage- 
ment. In regard to the letter of Lord Clarendon, its purpose was to remove 
alarm and apprehension abroad ; for it happened that the suspension of the 
3ank Act was taken to mean a suspension of cash payments by this country. 

Mr. Henley had just concluded speaking when the sitting was suspended, 
at ten minutes to four o'clock, the debate being adjourned to Friday evening.

ChURCH RATES. 

The adjourned debate on the Compulsory Church Rate Abolition Bill was 
resumed by 

Mr. Henley, who contended that the machinery proposed by the bill would 
have the effect of introducing all the elements of compulsory taxation into 
the voluntary system. This machinery would work with peculiat angularity 
in the country districts. Part of the machinery was a device by which the 
owners of property were assessed to a voluntary payment. He argued that, 
if the law was to be changed, the collection of funds for the purpoees to which 
church rates have been hithertc applicable should be left to the full and free 
voluntary system. He also objected to the kind of qualified excommunication 
which was introduced by the bill. 

Mr. A. Peel expressed his satisfaction at the prospect of a termination of 
the contest on the vexed question of church rates, which might be brought 
about by the present bill. He, however, regretted that the principle of a 
money payment was retained in the measure, but would have preferred the 
adoption of an entirely voluntary system. 

Mr. W. Hunt said that the difficulty which had to be settled was the con 
test for the abolition on the one hand and the retention on the other of a 
legal right to raise funds for the maintenance of the fabric of the church. 
He ehonld be sorry to see any broad line of demarcation between Dissenters 
and Churchmen by means of “ ticketing,” and it seemed to him that that 
system was contained in the bill. As there were no provisions for retaining 
a legal right to the maintenance of the church in this bill, be must oppose it. 

Mr. Goldney spoke in favour of the measure as a fair compromise of the 
contending principles involved, its enactment being that church rates shall be 
still aseeseable, but payment of them shall not be compulsorily enforced. 

Mr. T. Chambers argued that the compromise proposed was an impossible 
one, as it attempted to mix up compulsory and voluntary payment of charch 
rates ; and contended that if the principle of compulsory ;.ayment was ceded 
there ought to be no halting midway, but the voluntary principle should be 
freely and fully adopted. 

Lord J. Manners pointed ont that even the nominal supporters of the 
measure bad argued against its principle and questioned its propoeed com- 
promise. He pressed that, by the bill, the very essence and life of church 
rates was sacrificed; while the principle was established of the payment for 
seats in parish churches—a principle which had been always strenuously 
resisted. It effectually brought about the separation of Church and State ; 
while its operation would be productive of anything but that peace and 
concord which were ita professed objecta. 

Sir G. Grey obeerved that the upehot of the debate was to show that, who- 
ever undertook to deal with church rates, except on the principle of absolute 
and unconditional abolition, undertook a very thankless task. The principle 
of the prevent bill, hov er, Was a sound one; for it practically abolished the 
rate, while it left machinery adequate for the raising of the rates in such 
parishes as were still willing to raise the tax. 









Mr. Selwyn urged agafhet the bill that it was an ineffectual attempt at a 
compromise, inasmuch as it was not founded on mutual conce on for it 
took away an undue share of the rights of the Church, while the mact inery 
of ite detaile was cal ated to throw obstaclk the wa ) voluntary 
contributions for the repairs of the church which the law now favoured, and 
which were perfect mpetent for the present time. 

Mr. Holden, in reference to the Wesleyan body, stated that they were 
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opposed to church rates; and, whatever may have been the case formerly, 
they were no longer in favour of the connection between Church and State, 
and this change of feeling was brought about mainly by the imposition of 
church rates. 

After some observations from Mr. Newdegate, 

The Solicitor-General said that he had endeavoured to frame a measure 
which would eventuate in a fair compromise of this question, and he hoped 
that it would receive due consideration from all parties. The principle on 
which it was founded was, that every person—a Dissenter—who did not 
desire to pay church rates should be exempt on simply giving notice of his 
objection ; while it so guarded the rights of the Church as to render it 
acceptable to the episcopal body. He contended that the bill in hand effected 
none of the purposes of the compromise which it was sought to bring about ; 
while its details were so complicated as to render it impracticable, 

Mr. Hadfield having briefly spoken, 

Mr. Gladstone stated that he had received a ¢ ication from a b 
of the Government that the second reading of the bil! would not be opposed, 
on condition that it was not pressed further ; and he was therefore surprised 
to find several members of the Government, including a Cabinet Minister, 
objecting to the measure, and expressing a wish to divide against it. Some 
of the objections which had been taken to the bill arose palpably from its pro- 
visions not having been read. The right hon. gentleman then proceeded to 
examine and reply to the objections, and argued that the encouragement he 
had received in regard to the bill was amply sufficient to weigh against the 
dissatisfaction of some of those who must have been expected to be its oppo- 
nents, and who seemed to think that, because they disapproved of it, it ought 
to be withdrawn. He, however, had found so much sympathy with his 
measure that he was emboldened to bring the bill to the issue of the opinion 
of the House. 

The second reading was then agreed to.

JAMAICA, 

The Earl of Carnarvon, in reply to the Earl of Romney, said the evidence 
of the Commissioners plainly showed that great injustice had been done to 
very many parties. The Court which had conducted the inquiry was not 
vested with penal powers, but was only something after the nature of a grand 
jury. With regard to Ensign Cullen and Dr. Morris, they would be brought 
to trial at a court-martial under the authority of the Commander-in-Chief. 
The noble Earl had such confidence in Sir John Grant, the new Governor of 
Jamaica, that we might look for the preservation of a much-desired peace in 
the island for the future. The noble Earl passed a eulogium upon the personal 
qualities of Mr. Byre, but also felt bound in justice to add that these qualities 
had not been combined with all that sound judgment which was necessary in 
such a position. There was no doubt that he had bent all his powers upon 
crushing out the rebellion, and excesses had unfortunately occurred. With 
respect to the proclamation of martial law, Governor Eyre had proceeded on 
the authority of an old statute in establishing it. To attempt to charge Mr. 
Eyre with the crime of murder seemed to him to be one of the most pre- 
posterous charges ever conceived. He bélieved Mr. Eyre had suffered very 
much already. He hoped to hear from Sir John Grant the most satisfactory 
reports of the island. 

Earl Russell considered the report of the Commissioners to be a very able 
and just one to the various parties implicated. He thought there was no 
ground for charging Mr. Eyre with murder. 

In reply to Lord Houghton, : 

The Ear! of Carnarvon said the question of compensation to the injured 
persons in Jamaica was a very difficult one, and though he would not debar 
himself from all thoughts of the question, he could at present make no pro- 
mise. The revenues of Jamaica were in to low a condition, however, he 
was afraid, to allow of any compensation.

THE ABYSSINIAN CAPTIVES. 

Mr. D. Griffith asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs whether the 
mission of Mr. Rassam to the Kmperor of Abyssinia had not at present re- 
sulted in the detention of two other gentlemen who accompanied him, Lieu 
tenant Prideaux, of the India army, and Dr. Blanc, without obtaining the 
final liberation of the prisoners; and whether, in dealing with the case of 
Mr. Flad, who had been allowed to come over under hostage to return, endea- 
yours would be made to offer some adequate inducement to the Emperor 
Theodore, which should take effect only when the prisoners should be 
delivered into safe custody at Mapowak or elsewhere. 

Lord Stanley said it was true that Mr, Rassam and the other two gentle- 
men had been detained by the King of Abyssinia. They were not kept in 
confinement, but they were not allowed to leave the country. Mr. Flad had 
come to this country, leaving his wife behind; bat the Government were 
endeavouring, by some such arrangement as that referred to, to procure the 
relief of the prisoners. 

THE REFORM DEMONSTRATION. 

Mr. J. 8. Mill presented a petition from the meeting held in the Agricul- 
tural Hall, Islington, on Monday evening. The petitioners considered that 
the closing of the gates at Hyde Park and the exclusion of the people were 
illegal, and were accompanied by gross acts of violence on the part of 
police. In conclusipn, they prayed the House to institute a full inquiry into 
the conduct of the Chief Commissioner and the police under his orders on the 
occasion referred to. 

In reply to Major Knox in respect to a letter in the 7imes of that day, signed 
by Mr. Beales, Mr. Mill said he was not a member of the Reform League ; to 
the council of which, or to Mr. Beales himself, the hon. member might apply 
for particulars.

He therefore thought 
that, under the circumstances, the Gcvernment ought to have the powers they 
asked, and he should vote for the second reading of the bill. 

Sir G. Bowyer and Mr. O’Beirne opposed the bill. 

Mr. B. Osborne did not object to the bill because it went on a short time 
beyond the period originally intended, but he deprecated having recourse to 
such measures instead of legislating for that country. The first thing to be 
done for Ireland was to reform the Established Church there; the next 
to throw open Trinity College, Dublin, and the scholarships attached 
to it, to Roman Catholics; and the next to deal with the land question. 
They must not think of satisfying the country with half measures, but must 
come with a strong hand and remove the grievances under which the country 
laboured. But the great difficulty was in the bigotry of the Scotch and 
English members of Parliament, who would not support the Government in 
such measures as were necessary to be passed for Ireland. A Minister who 
was now in the Government had described the condition of Ireland, and 
stated that for such a state of affairs there was but ome remedy, and that 
was revolution. But, being connected with England, revolution was not 
possible. Under such circumstances, that Minister said it would be the 
duty of the Government to adopt such a policy towards that country as would 
effect those changes by legislation which revolution would do by force. He 
(Mr. B, Osborne) hoped the right hon. gentleman would do it now if he were 
not held back by his supporters; if he did he would inscribe his name on the 
rolls of his country as the regenerator of a people. 

The Attorney-General supported the bill, which was opposed by Mr. Gray, 
Mr. M‘Laren, Mr. Pim, and Mr. Watkin, after which the House divided, 
when the amendment was negatived by a majority of 105 to 31.

THE REFORM DEMONSTRATION IN HYDE PARK. 
Earl Russell put a question respecting the recent occurrences in Hyde 
Park, availing himself of the opportunity to condemn the course taken by the 
Secretary of State for the Home Department with reference to the Hyde 
Park demonstration. 
The Earl of Derby vindicated the course taken by the Home Secretary. He 
said his right hon. friend (Mr. Walpole) in his communication with Mr. 
Beales had stipulated that, if that gentleman would undertake that the crowd 
which assembled in the park would disperse peaceably, he would undertake 
on his part that there should be no demonstration of police force in the 
neighbourhood, The assurance was not given, and, therefore, his right hon. 
friend was compelled to adopt the steps he had done. He regretted to say 
that no less than forty of the police had been seriously injured, and he paid 
a high tribute to their good conduct and forbearance under circumstances 
calculated to test beth. 
After a few words from Earl Russell, who contended that the course 
pursued by the Home Secretary was injudicious and unconstitutional, but 
who admitted that the conduct of the police was praiseworthy, the subject 
dropped. 
THE SANITARY CONDITION OF THE ARMY. 

Earl Fortescue asked what steps had been taken to observe the sanitary 
arrangements and the application of sanitary science in foreign armies in the 
field. The noble Earl wished to know what means were adopted to instruct 
the Royal Engineers in these matters, both as regards troops in the field and 
in barracks. in consequence of the efforts already made by Lord Herbert, 
and others in this respect, the rate of mortality in the Army had been greatly 
diminished, and he trusted that these efforts were being persevered in. 
The Earl of Longford said the War Office was perfectly aware of the 
importance of the sanitary ments for the Army. Engineer officers 
had been sent over to America with a view to inquiry, and also to the army 
on the Continent. He believed that the great difficulty to be encountered 
was from the fullness of the barracks, which had been built upon wrong 
nciples and upon unhealthy sites; but of late years considerable sums 

been spent to remedy these defects.

FINE ARTS. 


WE are glad to learn that the third of the four lions by Sir Edwin 
Landseer, for Trafalgar-square, has been cast in bronze, and it is 
— that the last will be ready by October next. Two designs 
ave served for the whole four lions, and the two dissimilar ones 
will be plaved to alternate. Architectural considerations—the ne- 
cessity for repose and solidity at the salient angles of the base on 
which the lions will rest—have induced Sir Edwin to represent the 
animal couchant, as guarding quiescently, in a sphinx-like position, 
not in the more picturesque attitude of prowling or walking, as was 
his first intention. 
Apropos of public monuments, we may call the attention of the 
new First Commissioner to a promise received from Mr. Penrose, the 
surveyor to St. Paul’s Cathedral, and made by Mr. Cowper to the 
House, that a model of the Wellington monument for St. Paul’s, by 
Mr. A. Stevens, the sculptor commissioned to execute the same, 
should be ready for inspection early in the autumn. It 
may well have almost escaped the recollection of our readers 
that the competitive designs for this national monument 
were exhibited in Westminster Hall so long back as the year 1857. 
The premiums offered by the Government were of £700, £500, £300, 
£200, and five premiums of £100 each. After the awards were made 
and the models dispersed, to the astonishment of the public, and the 
indignation of the profession, a design by Mr. A. Stevens (not to be 
confounded with the Academic Associate of the same name), which 
had received one of the lowest premiums, was selected for execution. 
Why the four larger premiums were given if the models were not of 
superior merit it would be hard to say. And equally hard is it to 
understand why a model thought deserving only of one of the 
lowest premiums should be deemed worthy of execution at a cost of 
£20,000. If we remember rightly, Lord John Manners (then, as 
now again, First Commissioner), without defending the design— 
which consisted of an equestrian group on the top of an — 
credited the artist with certain occult powers, of which he 
seemed to think the other competitors had given no indica- 
tion. What these powers may be the public (who pay the bill) 
have had little opportunity of judging. Mr. Stevens never, 
we believe, exhibited at the Royal Academy—certainly not since 
receiving the commission, The only public work of any consequence 
that he has executed is the design for one of the figures in mosaic, placed 
in a spandril of the arches under the dome of St. Paul’s, which we have 
reviewed at length—a design rather feebly imitative of the style of 
Michael Angelo, wanting in the simplicity, largeness, and distinctness 
essential for such a position and elevation. All that is known of the 
artist besides is that he has produced in the interval numerous 
designs for art-manufacturers, Nearly nine years had elapsed before 
any tidings was heard of the national Wellington monument, 
although repeated urgent inquiries had been officially made. Yet 
Mr, Stevens is said to have received £9000 on account, And when, 
at length, in the spring of this year, information respecting the pro- 
gress actually made was vouchsafed, it proved to be of a most 
dubious character. It would appear that the artist, having become 
convinced of the radical error of the original design, has prepared 
an entirely new model, which is shortly to be submitted for approval ! 
#o that all that is promised, after waiting nine years and paying, it 
is said, £9000, is not the finished reproduction of the model for the 
merits of which the artist by some esoteric process was selected, but 
a new model, which, should it be accepted, may prove as abortive as 
most of our public works; and, should it be rejected, will entail 
another trial, and why not another nine years and another £9000 ? 
An unhappy fatality appears to attend all recent works for the 
decoration of St. Paul's. The statues of late erected therein are 
poor productions of inferior sculptors. On Mr. Penrose’s scheme for 
the embellishment of the cathedral we have already commented.

Every Englishman will feel it to be a national disgrace that the 
interior of our splendid metropolitan church should not be deco- 
rated in conformity with the intention of its great architect. But 
every lover of English art will regret that the painted glass windows 
and the pictorial marble inlays should be intrusted, the former to 
Munich artists, the latter to so comparatively mediocre a draughte- 
man and designer as M. Triqueti. No doubt the Munich windows 
will have a certain general accordance with the architecture. It is, 
however, equally certain that their style will be formally Academic 
to the last degree, and glaringly foreign to the feeling and character 
of our native art. Moreover seepyaieting has received too great a 
development of late years in this country to render us at all depend- 
ent upon foreign designers ; and, as regards the mere manufacture, 
there can be no question that the English glass is greatly superior in 
thegssential quality of colour. In the Royal Academy Exhibition 
(which has just closed) there was a large model of the 
choir and apse of St. Paul's with the proposed decorations, which 
we might have noticed before this. It did not, however, permit the 
spectator to fairly realise the effect of either the windows or the 
marble inlays, Nevertheless, the tendency of the mural coloration 
to diminish the apparent size of the interior was very unpleasantly 
obvious. This defect, which ought specially to be guarded against, 
arose chiefly from the blue and black employed to pick out various 
flat spaces or ornamental members and mouldings, which were far 
too deep in tone, and should be of a more aerial grey or azure tint.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 


THE report of the Registrar-General of births and deaths 
in London during the week ending Saturday last, July 28, 
presents a great increase in the prevailing epidemic. 

The births of 1016 boys and 973 girls—in all 1989 
children—were registered in the week. In the ccr- 
responding weeks of ten years 1856-65 the average number, 
corrected for increase of population, was 1966. 

The deaths registered during the week were 2600. It 
was the thirtieth week of the year; and the average 
number of deaths for that week is, with a correction for 
increase of population, 1387. The deaths in the present 
return exceed by 1213 the estimated number. 

The excess of deaths is caused entirely by cholera and 
diarrhcea :—904 deaths by cholera, 349 by diarrhwa, were 
registered in the week, making in the aggregate 1253 
deaths. The deaths by cholera in the last five weeks 
have been 6, 14, 
diarrhea, 67, 102, ‘150, 221, and 349.

It is a peculiarity of the case that the greater part 
of thie slanghter in seven days of 1253 people of all ages 
took place within a limited portion of the London area. 
924 of the deaths—811 by cholera and 113 by diarrhaa— 
were registered in the six districts of Bethnal-green, 
Whitechapel, St. George-in-the-East, Stepney, Mile-end 
Old Town, and Poplar, including Bow, among about a 
seventh part of the population of London and on one 
fourteenth of its area. The attack extends all along the 
north side of the Thames, from the River Lea and the Isle 
of Dogs to the Tower of London. Limehouse Basin and 
the Regent's Canal are the central line of the attack, 
which stretches as far north as Victoria Park. The 
canals and the basin are full of foul water, and are appa- 
rently connected with the Limehouse cut, the Hackney 
cut, and the River Lea. 

In the cholera wards of the London Hospital, in a scene 
of suffering and death snfficient to try the stoutest heart, 
@ young lady has passed her time as a volunteer nurse 
since the beginning of the epidemic, moving from bed to 
bed in ceaseless eflorts to comfort and relieve. 

From Dr. Letheby we have the gratifying report that 
the health of the City proper is not unfavourable. 
There were last week fewer cases of fever and diarrhwa 
than in the corresponding week last year. Dr. Letheby, 
however, wisely urges that every sanitary precaution 
should be taken, and that measures should be adopted 
by which any outbreak of cholera could be promptly 
met. 

The births registered in London and twelve other large 
towns of the United Kingdom were 4147; the deaths 
registered, 4356. The annual rate of mortality was 37 
per 1006 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 44 in 
1000 in London, 24 in Edinburgh, afd 20 in Dublin; 21 
in Bristol, 19 in Birmingham, 47 in Liverpool, 38 in 
Manchester, 27 in Salford, 27 in Sheffield, 33 in Leeds, 
25 in Hull, 33 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 26 in Glasgow. 
The rate in Vienna was 31 per 1000 during the week 
ending the 14th ult., when the temperature was 0°4 deg. 
Fahr. lower than in the same week in London, where 
the rate was 26 per 1000, 

In Live l, of the 440 deaths returned last week, 
87 were referred to cholera, against 45 fatal cases in the 
previous week. The 45 deaths in Southampton, showing 
an annual rate of mortality equal to 43 per 1000, 
included 24 from cholera, showing a decrease of five upon 
those of the previous week. The following deaths were 
certified as from cholera in the remaining large towns of 
England furnishing weekly returns :— Manchester and 
Salford, 8; Bristol, 2; Sheffield, 2; Leeds,4; Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, 2; and Hull, 3. No fatal case of cholera is 
noticed in the Birmingham returns.

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Tu outrageous scenes which took place in Hyde Park on Monday 
week, in consequence of the gates being closed, by special order, to 
prevent the meeting announced by the Reform e to be held 
that evening, were related in our last publication ; but the Tllustra- 
tions, from sketches taken on the spot, were necessarily deferred, 
and appear in this Number. One of them represents the actual 
breaking down of the railings by the mob in Park-lane, the view 
being obtained, as will be seen, from the inside of the Park, to which our 
artist had previously been admitted. He saw hundreds of rough fellows, 
men and boys, with some women amongst them, standing upon the 
dwarf wall that formed the base of the inclosure, and each grasping 
one of the iron rails, about 9 ft. in length, as near the top as they 
could reach, alternately pulling and pushing with their utmost 
strength, until the rails were loosened and torn from their soldering 
in the stones of the wall beneath, when they fell inwards, with a 
tremendous crash, at once making a breach 50 ft. wide, through 
which the mob rushed with shouts of triumph, fighting desperately 
against the police, who strove in vain to drive them back. Many severe 
blows were given and received on both sides, the policemen wielding 
their truncheons, whilst the mob resorted to stone-throwing ; but the

ignoble conflict. But in the mean time a great part of the railing in 
the Bayswater-road, on the north side of the park, had been 
wantonly destroyed by the mob which had assembled at the 
Marble Arch. Not eontent with tearing it down by hand, they 
had taken a spare lamp-post which lay beside the road 
and used it as a battering-ram, lifted and swung by men’s 
arms, to knock down the railing; and, for the same purpose, 
they seized a cart and a cab, which happened to be passing, 
and forced them to back against the railing, so as to over- 
throw, in a few minutes, the greater part of the inclosure. On the 
south side of the park, in the Knightsbridge-road, another mob was 
busy in the same work of stupid mischief, and a length of 200 yards 
of railing was speedily levelled with the ground. Two of our Mlus- 
trations show the a rance of the broken fence near the Marble 
Arch and near Hyde Park Corner on the next morning, since which 
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time it has been replaced by a temporary structure of wooden 
boards. 

It seems that the park is still infested, night after night, by 
numerous bands of thieves and ruffians, who are left to prey on 
defenceless passengers or unwary loungers after dusk, without the 
slightest interference of the ee or the police. Several 

oss outrages, perpetrated in Hyde Park about eight or nine o'clock 
in the evening, since the inclosure was destroyed last week, have 
been narrated by the sufferers themselves, or by witnesses of the fact, 
in letters to the daily papers. Robberies and indecent assaults, besides 
other cases of personal maltreatment and insult, have taken place 
yng but more particularly on Thursday week, on Saturday, 
and on Monday last, in the north-west corner of the park, near the 
Marble Arch and Grosvenor Gate, Park-lane, where a herd of men 
and boys, estimated at three or four hundred of the worst class of 
habitual malefactors, are permitted to assemble and prowl about the 
ground, waiting for an a pm ml of plunder.

EVERYONE is familiar with anecdotes of the faithfulness, I. 
‘verance, intelligence, and courage of dogs employed to guard and 
protect the silly, defenceless, gregarious sheep.

the Storm. By J. E. Hilary Skinner. (Richard Bentley.) 
The author of these two interesting volumes informs us, in a note 
at the bottom of one of the few pages which are given to a preface, 
that “nobody could or would ” him why the Southern States 
were called Dixie’s Land. If he had happened to fall in with that 
very useful and insufficiently known book compiled by Mr, W. A. 
Wheeler, published by Messrs. Bell and Daldy, and entitled “A 
Dictionary of the Noted Names of Fiction,” he might have discovered 
how the term which puzzled him became (erroneously) applied to 
the Southern States. The —— is too long to quote in full, 
but the following extract will suffice:—“ The real truth is that 
Dixie is an in ous Northern negro refrain. . . . When 
slavery existed in New York one ‘ Dixy’ owned a large tract of land 
on Manhattan Island and a eo number of slaves. The increase 
of the slaves and the increase of the abolition sentiment caused an 
emigration of the slaves to more thorough and secure slave sections, 
and the negroes who were thus sent off (many being born there) 
naturally looked back to their old homes, where they had lived in 
clover, with feelings of regret, as they could not imagine any 
place like Dixy’s. Hence it became synonymous with an 
ideal locality combining ease, comfort, and material hap- 
iness of every description.” If there be anything queer 
bh the English in which the explanation as to the origin of 
“ Dixie’s Land” is couched, the consequence be upon the head of the 
correspondent of the New Orleans Delta, whose words are quoted, 
and are, at any rate, intelligible enough to make one understand how 
the Southern States became popularly confounded with “ Dixie’s 
Land.” “ After the Storm” of course means “ after the civil war ir 
America ;” and has a supplementary or ror! and subordinate 
title, “ Jonathan and his Neighbours in 1865-6.” It is, no doubt, on 
the strength of the secondary title that the writer has felt justified 
in expanding his subject so as to make it include Canada and 
Mexico, and so as to make it ible for him to fill two volumes, 
“ After the Storm” is an excellent title as far as the United States 
are concerned ; but whoever desires a grave, philosophical investiga- 
tion into the causes which produced the storm, the symptoms which 
preceded the storm, the bursting of the storm, the dangers which 
were threatened by the storm, the unwholesome vapours which were 
cleared off by the storm, and the political atmosphere which has 
succeeded the storm, will be scarcely contented with Mr. Skinner’s 
book. He writes, indeed, in the most praiseworthy spirit ; with a fair- 
ness, a generosity, a shrewdness, and a good sense which do him great 
credit ; but his style is ef equal to his intelligence, and he runs 
a risk of being charged with flippancy. On the other hand, he is 
lively, graphic, and amusing; and such characteristics are probably 
preferred to any other by the majority of readers. Mr. Skinner 
appears to have availed himself of every opportunity which offered 
of discovering what were the opinions held by all persons, white or 
coloured, amongst whom he was thrown about the probable effects 
of the storm which lately swept over the United States. The 
opinions are such as men give hurriedly in ordinary conversation, 
but they serve well enough to indicate the different impressions 
made upon, and the different expectations raised in, different minds. 
How opinion is divided in the Southern States he leaves us to gather 
from the sentiments of two Southern gentlemen whose acquaintance 
he made on a journey from Charleston, Of the ex-Confederates, 
one was wroth with President Johnson ; vowed “ vengeance against 
Union men, niggers, and Northerners, to be wreaked whenever a good 
time should come;” would not believe that “slavery was dead ;” 
declared, “between his clenched teeth, that he would shoot down 
the first darkey who might chance to give evidence against him on 
any matter whatsoever ;"’ considered “ civil rights for freedmen” to 
mean the samething as “degradation to the dominant race ;” and looked 
to Brazil as “ the bourne to which he thought of betaking himself,” 
the other “used much milder language;” he did not “talk of 
shooting anybody down,” he accepted the state of things; he was 
resolved “to make both ends meet, in spite of freedom and civil 
rights ;” he did not pretend to like Yankees, but he believed that 
“Uncle Sam was bound to be the biggest thing in creation ;” he 
allowed that “there had been drawbacks to slave institutions,” and 
he was not sure whether it would not “prove cheaper to pay wages 
and get clear of supporting the old coloured folk ;” he would, never- 
theless, continue to “account a nigger inferior to a white man,” 
whatever doctrines might be preached by Abolitionists ; “ if learning 
was to come South, along with other civil rights,” he thought “ he 
had better meet it half way, choose a teacher whom he could trust, 
and set up a school upon his own estate ;” he was even then “ tra- 
velling northward in search of such a teacher,” and, in fact, he 
seemed to be quite ripe for “reconstruction.” Mr. Skinner says, 
“ for the blacks and whites of Dixie everything depends upon which 
of these Southern ~entlemen represented the future feeling of his 
section.” He asserts that, at the time of writing, the gentleman who 
was for “shooting down” would either “ be in a majority or would 
at least obtain an equal vote. But with each succeeding month the 
influence of Northern capitalists is extended over Southern com- 
merce, immigrants arrive who are anxious for peace and prosperity, 
and white men grow accustomed to pay Sambo wages. gentle-

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THE MAHARAJAH OF JOHORE, 
THE accompanying Portrait is a faithful 
likeness of one of the most enlightened and re- 
spectable of the independent Princes of Eastern 
Asia, living on terms of friendship and alliance 
with the British Government, and now 
sojourningin London. His Highness Tunkoo 
Abubeker bin Ibrahim, Sree Maharajah Sove- 
reign of Johore (commonly called “ the 
Tumongong”), is the grandson of one of the 
Malay Princes by whom the island of Singa- 
pore was first ceded to Sir Stamford Raffles, as 

litical agent for the British Government, 
om 1819 to 1824. This Prince succeeded to 
the sovereignty of the Johore territories in 
1861, on the death of his father, the late 
reigning Prince; and he has delegated the 
exercise of his power and authority during his 
absence to his brother, the Prince Unkoo 
Abdulrahman. His Highness is thirty-one 
years of age, and rather tall of stature for a 
Malay, with a prepossessing appearance and 
highly engaging manners. He is very intelli- 
gent, understands and speaks English; and 
there is every reason to expect that both 
he and his subjects will derive great 
benefit from his present visit to this 
country. He has not come to seek the 
redress of any grievances, or to make any 
complaint against our Indian Government. 
He says of himself, “ I have come to see the 
Queen, to see my old English friends, and to 
amuse myself.” We are satisfied that the first 
Malay Prince who has visited our shores will 
not quit them with any sense of disappoint- 
ment. As a ruler of liberal and enlightened 
ideas, his Highness has obtained the favourable 
notice of his English neighbours, Some years 
back the Singapore Free Press remarked that 
“the late as well as the present Sovereign of 
Johore have anxiously applied themselves to 
the improvement of their dominions. As far 
as possible, the elements of good government 
have been introduced, and every encourage- 
ment has been given to settlers of industrial 
pursuits.” The Johore Government long 
maintained a flotilla, in conjunction with 
our own, to suppress piracy in the narrow 
seas of their respective possessions ; and about 
twenty years ago the father of his High- 
ness was presented by the Government of 
India with a sword, in acknowledgment 
of his successful services in putting down

ANDREW’S CHURCH, 
SINGAPORE. 

WE give an Illustration of the handsome 
church lately completed at Singapore, the 
spire having been added since the main build- 
ing was consecrated by the Bishop of Cal- 
cutta, and opened for public worship, in 
1862. ; s . 
Macpherson, formerly executive engineer of the Singapore Govern- 
ment, eut under the superintendence of Captain M‘Nair, who suc- 
ceeded to that office in 1857. The labour employed has been that 
of the convicts at Singapore, who number about 2000, from India 
and China. The architectural style is early English, thirteenth 
century, and the building consists of a nave with north and 
south aisles, crossed by a transept, providing side porches, 
Attached to the chancel is an apse of semi-decagonal form, 
contaiing in three of its windows stained glass memorials, 
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erected by public subscription, to Sir Stamford Raffles, the founder | 


of the colony; to Mr. J. Crawford, Resident of Singapore from 1823 
to 1826; and the third to General Butterworth, Governor of the 
Straits Settlement from 1843 to 1855. The principal entrance is b 
the west doorway beneath the groined vaults of the tower, whic 


by a simple spire without lights. The mouldings throughout the 
building are very plain but carefully wrought. The interior is 
plastered with a stucco, made from shell lime, and polished. The 
ergan gallery, erected subsequently to the rest of the building, 
by private subscription, possesses

foliated. A projection in the 
form of atriforium surmounts the 
gallery. The seats are open and 
sufficient to accommodate 520 per- 
sons.

NATIONAL ARCHERY MEETING 
AT NORWICH. 


THE twenty-third annual meetin 
amateurs of archery throughout t 
kingdom was held, on Wednesday, Thursday, 
and Friday, last week, at Crown Point, near 
Norwich, in the park or pleasure-ground of 
Mr. R. J. H. Harvey, M.P., who is president 
of the Norfolk and Norwich Archery Society, 
and had offered this place to the Grand 
National Archery Society for the meeting of 
the present year, under the patronage of the 
High Sheriff of Norfolk, the Mayor of Nor- 
wich, and the members for the county and 
city. The arrangements were made by a 
local committee, of which Colonel Fitzroy was 
chairman, and the Rev. W. H. Cooke honorary 
secretary, acting with the Rev. Octavius 
Luard, honorary secretary of the National 
Society. The situation of the ground, on the 
left bank of the River Yare, opposite the 
retty village of Thorpe, with a pleasant rural 
andscape to the east and south, and with a 
view of the = d in another direction, made it 
a very agreeable scene when the gaily-dressed 
company was assembled. The neighbouring 
village of Trowse and the Bixley road, leading 
to Crown Point, were decorated with flags and 
triumphal arches, and a spacious marquee was 
erected on the archery-ground for the accom- 
modation of the visitors, We give an Illus- 
tration of the scene, 

The list of competitors numbered eighty- 
four gentlemen and seventy-five ladies. The 
prizes for the first two days’ shooting amounted 
to nearly £400 in value, besides the local 
prizes and certain valuable sweepstakes on 
the third day.
